QoS requirements ;' ' resources are reserved in the respective 
access networks of the first players/users and the second 
players/users ""in response to resources being available to 
achieve the second user's QoS requirements;'' resource 
availability in the first user's access is determined ""according 
to the second user's QoS requirements;" resources are reserved 
in the first user's access network ""in response to resources 
being available to achieve the second user's QoS requirements;'' 
and an acknowledgement message indicates ""the completion of QoS 
provisioning. ' '
